cause provision is. contained 
in <the statutes for calling 
special meetings, and "often 
adjourned meetings of Hie 
annual and regular meetings 
carry over inlo later months. 

But the fact is thai mem- 
bers of the county board have 
to devote the majority of 
their lime -to their occupa- 
tions, to earn a livelihood and 
do not have the time to ade- 
quately administer the af- 
lairs of a county... The Jipi 
pointment of a chief administ- 
rative officer by the board 
seems to be a likely solution. 
The, governing body, the 
county board, would retain 
responsibility for policy, 
W h i 1 e the administrator 
would be responsible for ad- 
ministration. The position of 
the chief administration offi- 
cer, " authorized by a new 
statute, could be created in a 
county by. an ordinance or 
resolution of- the county 
board. The administrative of- 
ficer would exercise budget 
supervision, including con- 
trol of purchases, and some 
.control over personnel. In 
budget-making be should 
have the authority to assem- 
ble departmental estimates 
and forward them to the 
county board with his recom- 
mendations-. 

The advantages of the plan 
seem to be three: first, an 
effective system of budget- 
ary control coidd be eslab- 
established.

Third, 
the hiring and firing of per- 
sonnel could be done on a 
merit basis, and tjiis would 
improve . personnel practices 
by attracting highly^qualified 
persons -for county positions.

ty boards in the populous 
township counties are too 
large for efficiency and good 
administration. Thirty-five, 
forty and fifty members on 
a counly board are too many.
